RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
AND ELECTION WITHOUT TRAVERSE 

This is in response to the Office Action dated July 13, 2004 in the above 
identified patent application. In that Office Action, the Examiner set forth a Restriction 
Requirement wherein claims 1 through 20 were deemed to support two inventions that 
were determined by the Examiner to be patentably distinct species. The Examiner set 
forth the following two groups: 

I. Species I, as set forth in Figures 1 through 3; and, 



II. Species n, as set forth in Figure 4. 



Applicants hereby elect the invention set forth in Figures 1 through 3, namely, 
Species I This election is made without traverse, and it is requested that the Examiner 
proceed with substantive examination of the elected species. Further, applicants preserve 
their right to file a second application, i.e., a divisional application, on the non-elected 
species, at any time during the pendency of this application, at their own option. 
Applicants urge that claims 2 through 9 and 12 through 19, inclusive, are specific features 
of the elected drawings and of Species I, and that claims 1, 10, 1 1, and 20 are generic 
thereto. (Note that claims 8 and 18 are directed to "a lower protion" and not limited to 
the bottom, hence reading on all Figures.) However, if the Examiner disagrees with the 
enumerated claims, the Examiner may alter the foregoing enumeration and proceed 
without traverse from applicants.
